YOSSET was, until a month or so ago, a 

S quiet country cross-roads hamlet in the 

heart of Long Island, N. Y., rural, reposeful 
and unknown. lis only excitements were when 
a score or more big cars with their liveried 
chauffeurs lined up by the small railroad eta- 
tion to await arrivals for the millionaire homes 
which were massed in the vicinity. 

Then came the Prince of Wales to make it 
his postoffice address and immediately, over- 
night, Syosset became the 1rost famous cross 
roads in the world, the court centre of the north 
American continent. 

Aftersall, though, it was the newspaper men 
and women “covering” the prince who made 
Syosset famous. The prince might have come 
and gone without causing more of a whirl than 
one of those fast Long Island fliers which roared 
through the station and was gone, if a score 
or 60 of writing people had not dug themselves 
in and made Syosset their headquarters for 
three weeks and poured out to the world in 
that -time something approaching a _ million 
words of “copy” chronicling practically every 
heartbeat of His Rogul Highness. 

A milion words may seem an exagperation. 
I de not think so. 1 know that 1 wrote some 
75,000 words myself, or nearly 75 newspaper col- 
umns, in three weeks, which was entirely ex- 
clusive of the several thousand I filed earlier 
from New York and Washington. 

The visit of the Prince of Wales to Long 
Island was regarded as the most important local 
story by New York newspapers for many a day. 
H. R. H. held front page space in all but the 
tabloid papers practically uninterrupted for 
three weeks. Who else in the world could have 
done it? It was a serious complaint on the 
part of the national committces that the spread- 
ing on him was interfering greatty with the 
publicity sought for the Coolidge and Davis 
political campaigns. 

If the prince had suffered a burt while play- 
ing polo or hunting, if he had by any ill chance 
been attacked by some crank or shot at, it would 
have been the biggest sensation in the United 
States since the death of Lincoln when there 
were neither yellow papers nor scare heads. 
Always at the back of the minds of the Amer!- 
can reporters was the fear that something might 
heppen the prince. Not that they wished it, of 
course, but they meant to ve there if it did. 
That was really the predominant reason why

But They Were Only in Picture Form— 
And for Dessert Had Doc- 


tor’s Degree 


NE of the most interesting persons who 


O visited Canada during the past year was 
Professor Yohan Masih, of the Malwa 
Theological Seminary, Central India, a man of 
exceptional ability, striking personality and out- 
standing oratorjcal power. Professor Masib was 
brought to Canada by the Presbyterian foreiga 
mission board, in order that a better under: 
Standing of the problems of India and of the 
missionary work being carried on there might 
be given to the Canadian people and that cords 
of friendship might be established between these 
two great parts of the British empire. 
In the few months of his sojourn here, Pro- 
fessor Masih traveled from ocean to ocean, visit- 
ing not merely the larger centres but also many 


smaller towns and villages, speaking under 
various auspices in churches, Roiary and 
Kiwanis clubs, Empire and Canadian clubs and 
others, addressing upwards of three hundred 


Gatherings and reaching literally thousands of 
our Canadian people. The new light he gave on 
conditions in India was greatly appreciated, and 
many will remember his striking descriptions of 
India and its people. 

On the eve of his departure, the foreign mis- 
sion board, meeting in Toronto, presented Pro- 
fessor Masih with a large photograph of the 
board as a souvenir of his trip. At Halifax the 
Theological College honored him with its highest 
degree of Doctor of Divinity, and thereby hangs 
a tale! 

When he had returned to India the Professor 
laturally determined to preserve these souvenirs 
of his Canadian trip. He sent them to the work- 
shop of a capable carpenter to be framed. Now 
in India all life is sacred. Not even a rat or a 
mouse will be killed by a native. Consequently 
many places are overridden with these pests, 
and the workshop proved to be one of these! 
Four or five days after the delivery of the pho- 
tograph and the sheepskin to the workman, he 
came in great dismay to the professor to report 
that the rats had completely devoured both. The 
likeness of the fine samples of Canadian divinity 
and the doctor's parchment both had fallen prey 
to their enterprise. 

Professor Masih will probably get duplicates, 
put the problem stands—what will become of the 
rats?

There’s No Place Too Public for 
Embraces of Lovers in the 
Gay City 


KISSING PICTURES ARE 
FEATURED AT SALON 


-Crowds Good-Naturedly Give -Couples 
Lip-to-Lip Right of Way in Traffic 
, on the Busy Streets

HE Salon knew what it was about when it 
i featured “Les Amoureux,” by Victor Gil- 
bert, among the paintings in this year's ex- 
position. For Paris is unigue as a garden for 
lovers. In other cities the amorists retire to 
the country seclusion for exchange of embraces, 
or else voyly conceal themselves behind sbut- 
tered windows. The curiosity of passing crowds 
and the censorship of unsympathetic policemen 

is embarrassing, so one cannot Plame them, 

But in Paris there is neither curiosity nor 
censorship. The shaded bouievards, the busy 
thoroughfares and the erovoked, cobbled side 
streets are all equally Lappy backgrounds for 
the sentimental interlude of a kiss. Ne one 
stares and no ove cares; so every lover has the 
privilege of stopping in the midst of traffic or 
o a crowded subway platform to give his be 
loved the caress that the spontanefty of his heart 
demapds, : 

What does it matter if the policeman has 
blown his whistle for eastbound traffic to go 
ahead? If the southbound lovers are merged 
cheek to cheek they have tacitly the right of 
way. The French are a courteous people, and 
offer no complaint at the appavent interference 
with the law, Moreover, the French are never 
in a burry and they would rather miss an ap 
pointment than hinder the progress of love. That 
is Paris. 

The particular-aspect of these impromptu 
embraces that strikes the stranger in Paris as 
most startling is the duration of the kiss. The 
time clement is ef no concern to the Parisian 
lover. 

A Kiss of Ten Blocks 
E seems to be exalied out of the knowledge 
of clocks. Measurement by the length of 
viocks is more to his liking. A fiveminute kiss 
means nothing, a ten-block kiss-—-everything 

A kiss from the Rue de la Gniete to the 
Boulevard Raspail be would consider worthy of 
the ardor of bis love; but a kiss along the length 
of the Jardin du Luxembourg that ts terminated 
at Port Royal because ef traffic complications is 
a disappointment. 

The artist, Rene Castaing, bad this in mind 
when be painted bis picture, “Htat Ame,” for 
the Salon. And for its lively portrayal of Paris- 
jan love his work received Lenorable mention, 

It is @ soft Parisian wight, Pierrot and 
Columbine are veturning from a bell, They 
prance through the streets gayly, unconavious of 
their costumes, for there are others like them, 
darting in and out among the trees or strolling 
along the bank of the river, The silent houses 
sleep under the purple gauze of the sky. Trees 
smile in the lamplight 

Pierrot and Columbine Love reached one of 
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those innumerable bridges that clasp and enhance 
the Seine like bracelets on a dusky woman's 
arr Red, yellow and blue lamps gleam dagger- 
like from the opposite shore. 

A pale mvon breaks through the sky's purple. 
Pierrot swiftly encircles Columbine, who in- 
etantly flings her arms around her lover's neck, 
ang the two dissolve and mix in a kiss that 
appears to have no beginning or end.’ Thus en- 
twined, the couple (they have but one shadow 
now) continues its walk. 

An artist in tam-o-shanter and loose coat, 
puffing his pipe, passes them. He pauses and 
turns, half-envious, halfcynical. He has no 
aweetheart to-night. “H'm. Wonder when they 
began!” he muses. .But he is mistaken. They 
have just begun. , 


Where Romance is Unfettered 
HIS is but one of the kissing pictures at 
the Salon. There are others equally expres- 
ave. That by Victor Gilbert, entitled “Les 
Amoureux,” depicts a couple in eighteenth cen- 
tury garb during a blissful promenade on one 
of the old Janes of Montmartre. Then, as now, 


the quarter was frankly peopled with strolling 
lovers. 

Victor Darbefeuville, in his painting “f'an- 
taisie,” uses the beautiful embowered Jardin du 
Luxembourg as a background for his lovers. 
They are about to enter the garden, and nothing 
scems more fitting than to stop to exchange an 
idyllic kiss. 

There are couftiess such couples in evidence 
in Paris, lovers to whom time, place and circum- 
tance mean nothing and who joyfully take their 
kiss when they want it. Under the Are de Tri- 
omphe, in the crowded subways or in the smoky 
murk of a cafe—it does not matter. They pro- 
vide their own romantic atmosphere. 

One of these couples stopped in front of a 
jewelry store on the Rue d'Antin. They were 
admiring a cluster of emgagemeut rings — a 
dazzling array of diamonda, rubies and pearls. 
The suggestion of marital happiness was over- 
powering, and with no more forethought than if 
they had been already in their new home they 
clung to each other in a passionate embrace. As 
the sidewalk was a narrow one, allowing but 
two people to pass abreast, pedestrians good- 
naturedly took to the middle of the street, where 
they were in danger of being run over by one of 
the numerous taxis or auto busses, But this 


danger they willingly risked, for they knew 
that had they been in the lovers’ place they 
would have expected and received the same 
courtesy. 


In the subway it is sometimes amusing to 
see one of these ardent l’renchmen mechanically 
hand his tickets to the conductor at the same 
time that he is busily dtcupied in kissing bis 
companion, 

The idoa is to get as much as possible in a 
single long kiss, and all Paris unites in this 
sentiment,

REVIVAL OF CATHEDRALS 
STRANGE SIGN OF TIMES 


In This Age of Machinery and Reason 
Three Have Risen Up 
in England 


THE WOMEN OF CORNWALL 
POOLED THEIR JEWELS 


So Provided “Gold and 300 Gems for 
Great Modern Cornwall 
Structure

T is surely astonishing that old England — 

involved, as she is, in an era of inquiry, and 

submerged, as she is, beneath a deluge of 
doubt—should yet have had the faith, during the 
four decades that include the war, to build, 
either in whole or in large part, three great 
cathedrals, The first is at Truro, in Cornwall; 
the second is the Roman Catholic cathedral at 
Westminster, in Londgn. And the third 1s ia 
Liverpool, where the choir was dedicated re- 
cently in the presence of the sovereign. 


In the ‘80's most people would have said that 
the day for new cathedrals, whether in England 
or on the continent of Europe, had passed away, 
and that the only question was how to keep the 
old cathedrals from tumbling down. It was true 
that, assisted by the taxpayer, Sir Christepher 
Wren had replaced St. Paul's; but otherwise no 
church that could be classed as a cathedral had 
arisen for many centuries, the latest being Bath 
Abbey, dated 1495, which, after all, was no more 
than the final spasm of a dead Gothic, 

Cathedrals were thus out of fashion, except 
for tourists. At Chichester the central spire 
collapsed. The minster at Selby, in Yorkshire, 
was gutted by fire. The west front of Peter- 
berough swayed from the plumb line, and amid 
cries of anguish from Ruskin, had to be saved 
by underpinning. At St. Albans, where the Nor- 
mans had filled the piers of their nave with 
rubble, a light wooden roof proved to be almost 
too heavy for the structures, And in memory of 
Abraham Lincoln, Americans are to-day hesought 
to save the three towers of the noble church that 
at Lincoln bears his name. 


One-Quarter Cost of Battleship 
‘= the old days it was easy enough to find 

funds for a cathedral. The feudal system 
compelled the nation to contribute. But, as 
matters now stand, such edifices must be the 
result of free-will offerings, For the site alone 
the church in Liverpool paid to the city a sum 
of $55,000. The expenditure on the entire scheme 
has been up to the present about $5,000,000, And 
the total needed for completion will be $10,000,000, 
A cathedral is thus becoming one-quarter as 
costly as a single battleship. The price of reli- 
gion, as of other commodities, is rising. And to 
elevate souls is as contentious a task as to ele 
vate guns under the treaty of Washington, 

The cathedral of Truro is cot less conspicu- 
ous a8 an example of sacrifice. In Cornwall, 
of whieh county Truro is the capital, you will 
not find one city of any magnitude. The area 
is agricultural and remote from the wealth of 
the country as a whole, !t is a promontory girt 
on three shores by arn indented coast which is 
incessantly lashed, summer and winter, by the 
restless ocean. Yet it is Corawall that now ‘as 
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a cathedral wita choir, nave and transepts, a 
baptistry, a crypt and three spires that are a 


landmark for miles, being named royally after 
Quéen Victoria, King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, 


Similarly-—in the third case—it is only by will 
ing gifts that the Roman Church has enriched 
Westminster with a vast basilica which as a 
triumph of Byzantine style ranks with San 
Sophia. 

To built new cathedrals is to challenge the 
spirit of an age that demands the useful, 

And yet, amid the @neers of the bighbrows, 
thé humdrum folk contribute of their substance 
to these excresences of loveliness on an other- 
wise intelligent civilization, It was the mothers’ 
meetings of Liverpool which pale for the foun- 
dation stone laid by King Mdward. It was the 
women of Cornwall who pooled their jewels and 
s0 provided for Truro the gold and three hundred 
gems for what Tennyson, in bis dull way, called 
-~if I quote it aright—‘the chalice of the grapes 
of God,” 


Outburst of Architectural Genius 
F the ancient cathedrals, at any rate in ng 
land, it may be said without disrespect, 
that, like Topsy, they “growed.” They wore usu 


ally the product of many architects, Ifving in 
many centuries and often making miuny mia 
takes, These three modern cathedrals, however, 
are the creations each of a single mind, As St, 
Paul's is the monument of Wren, so is Truro of 
Pearson, Westminster of Bentley, and Liverpool 
of the younger Scott, You have here an out. 
burst of genius never surpassed in the architec- 
ture of any single generation. And in all three 
cases the genius was inspired by faith, “I will 
erect a builging,” s0 Pearson used to say, “which 
shall bring people to their knees when they come 
within the doors.” And he did it. Truro ts 
peculiarly the cathedral of piety. The soaring 
pillars leaping upward to the lofty arches en- 
close the very atmosphere of an era which sent 
St, Louis to the Holy Sepulehre and &t, 
Francis to the Cross itself. Westminster Caiiie 
dral is not less fearless because it is frankly 
foreign, It is the eastern orthodoxy of the fifth 
century planted boldly behind Victoria street, 

Liverpool Cathedral is less majestic than 
Truro and more modern than Westminster, 

Liverpool Cathedral is to be a garrisoned 
citadel of the chureh militant, entrenched amid 
the properous clouds of a wealthy yet often 
squalid seaport. It is to be the emigrant’'s fare- 
well beacon as he sails for the world in the 
west which is to be his home, 

The very design is @ romance in itself, There 
was the usual competitfon, One elevation obyi- 
ously deserved the award, On opening a sealed 
envelope the judges found the name of an arehi- 
tect still in his early twenties, This young man, 
fust beginning his professional career, became 
responsible for an enterprisa larger than York 
Minster, loftier than Westminster Abbey and 
covering a bigger area than any other cathedral 
on British soil, In fact, there do not seem to be 
more than three cathedrals aiywihere — St, 
Veter's, Milan and Seville-—-that exceed the pro- 
jected size of Liverpool, *

World’s Fastest Traina 
PUB highest train speed, 120 miles an bour, is 
said to heave been made by « irein 
from Fleming to Jacksonville, on the Plant 
tem, in the United States, a distance of five 
miles, in 2 minutes 30 seconds. This was in 
March, 1901. 

In July, 1904, a train on the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad is said to have rum from Egg 
Harbor to Brigantine Junetion, 48 miles, in 2 
minutes 70 seconds, representing a speed of over 
115 miles an hour. ¢ 

The record speed for British railways was 
a run on the Great Western, in May, 1904, when, 
after passing through the Whiteball Tunnel, the 
Plymouth to Paddington mail train for a time — 
ran at a epeed of 102.3 miles an hour. 

This run was properly clockod—that is, it 
was recorded by an expert taking the time with 
a splitsecond chrovometer, which gives the ex- 
act speed within a decimal. 

British railways hold the greatest number 
habitually high ¢peed runs over short Bs, 
regularly clocked by experts,
